To Aix he repaired, and such 
were the benefits he is reputed to 
have derived from the waters that 
he had a huge bath erected in the 
grounds of his own palace. To his 
hot bath he invited relatives and 
friends. He even invited. common 
The tale goes that, on oc- 
casion, a whole company of his 
guards were to be found in the bath 
with him. There was a good deal of 
promiscuity too; and‘all in all this 
private bathing establishment became 
a sink of corruption little: better than 


the Roman thermae in their most. 


magnificent and degenerate days. As 
a result of all this theold baths of 
Aix-la-Chapelle were reopened. They 
became fashionable.—They enjoyed a 
degree of popularity such as they had 
never known in any. previous genera- 
tion, 

In England the thermal springs of 
in the twelfth 
century. Gilbertius, a noted physi- 
cian of his day, advocated bathing in 
the hot springs and drinking the 
waters for certain ailments. A leper 
hospital was founded in the - town, 
it being held that bathing in the 
thermal spring was a cure for this 
dread malady. In 1663 we find the 
most famous physician of the day, 


- Six Alexander Fraser, recommending 


his patients, including King Charles 
Il, to.drink the Bath waters, . 

‘Soon all Europe was bathing. Then 
again the inevitable happened. The 
baths throughout every country in 


Europe became centres of vice and — 


immorality. 

The position went from bad to 
worse. The hot baths were greatly 
frequented by women, and especial- 
ly by;courtesans. They were meet- 
ing places for gossips and 
mongers; they were rendezvous for

the express purpose of making. the 
acquaintance of women, and many an 
ilicit intrigue undoubtedly had - its 
origin through a chance acquaintance 
in a bathing establishment.

But when one speaks of the 
foundations of English culture: the 
reference is to a certain kind of 
country und country-town life rather 
than to urban development. To this 
day the fourteen thousand villages 
ure the homes of the men engaged in 
what is stil, surprisingly, Britain's 
greatest Industry—agriculture, 

What is more, a shrewd German 
observer of English life, Portheim, 
gave his opinion sbme years ago that 
most of the town-dwellers are coun- 
trymen ut heart; and, to Judge from 
the enthusiism with which patches 
of back garden and even window

boxes are cultivated in the poorest 
quarters of the big cities, Portheim 
was not far wrong. 

Of the English village Washington 
Irving wrote: “It is associated in the 
mind with ideas of order, of quiet, 
sober, well-established principle, of 
hoary usage and reverend custom. 
Everything scems to be the growth 
of ages of regular and peaceful 
existence, . . ." 

Most Englishmen would probably 
necept this account; to be sure, some 
modification ts needed for the quiet” 
that Irving speaks of, since at present 
the sky thoroughfares of Great Brl- 
tain seem as busy as some of the 
main roads. And although the des- 
cription fits all torts of villages, all 
the sorts are there to be reckoned 
with, and a very wide range of types 
they offer. 

Their extraordinary variety de- 
pends in the first instance on the 
muttum-in-parvo nature of the Eng- 
lish landscape, in which, as William 
Morris expressed it, “all is mingled, 
measured, varied, gliding easily one 
think into another: little rivers, little 
plains, swelling, spcedily-changing 
uplands all beset with handsome, or* 
derly trees; Httle hills, little moun- 
tains netted over with the alls of 
sheep-walks; all is little, yet not 
foolish und blank, but serious rather, 
and abundant of meaning.” 

At the bottom of this Is geology. 
You can think of England as divided 
up severnl] times diagonally from 
south-west to north-east, the direc- 
tlon of the prevailing wind, In the 
north, limestone and sandstone, stone 
cottages, and conl and Jron, and tho 
smoke of factorles drifting up to the 
moorland villages; in the granite and 
sandstone west, where the climate {s 
mild, and in the fats and = fens of 
East Anglia, where it {s not, cultiva- 
tion, cornland, flowers; in the coun- 
ties bordering Wales, and sgain in 
the weald of Sussex and Kent, be- 
tween the chalk. ‘ridges, orchards, 


half-timber houses; and where there [- 


are downs there are sheep and cattls. 

For all they have contributed to 
English town and factory life, the 
English villages .in their unity-in- 
diversity remain unexhausted, for the 
most part unrufficd, still attached to 
those “idens of order; of quict, of 
well-established principle” of which 
Irving wrote. 

In the villnge churchyards the old 
names reproduce themselves, ‘not 
only the names of squires but of 
milkmaids and form-hands-as well. 
We hear a good deal about the new 
world which is to be called in, not 
so much to redress the balance of the 
old as to displace it altogether. 

Is this really what is wanted? Let 
us hope there will be no ironing out 
of the English rural diversities. To- 
gether they have fostered Britain's 
metropolitan tolerance, and they 


make a fine combination for resisting |- 


violent political theorles from what- 
ever quarter they moy blow, There 
is a profound . symbolic. sense in 
which Oscar Wilde, who was Irlsh, 
for once spoke as a-norma), that is-to 
soy moderate, Englishman when he 
snid—on sceing ‘Niagaro’ Falls; “I 
hate nature when sho rushes:to. such 
vulgar extremes.”

The chain of rorts, of which parts 
extend through Lithuania, is almost 
500 wilics long and is expected to be 
as powerful as the Stalin Iine on the 
former Soviet-Polish border. 

Enlargement of the Sovict garri- 
sons in Lithuania and the securing 
of the udditional naval bases of Li- 
bau, Haltiski port and Hangoe, is a 
corollary of Soviet military activity.

One Difference 


Many newspapers: comment on the 
new French constitution and the as- 
sumption of absolute power by Mar- 
shal Petain. 

The “Daily Telegraph,” drawing o 
distinction: between Petain and pre- 
vious Frenchmen. who wielded su- 
preme power, points out that “one 
difference seems to have escaped his 
notice, Napolesn aud Louls XIV 
founded thelr rule on victory and on 
policies which made France great.” 

As Chief of the French State he 
will be the sule executive and legis- 
lative authority. Even when he 
chooses to appoint new representa- 
tive assemblics after the fashion of 
his own choosing he can Ignore them 
whenever it pleases him to say there 
ts “tension from abroad or a period 
of grave internal crisis’? — conditions 
which the -Petain-Laval Alllance is 
not lkely to terminate.” 

After observing that the Assemblics 
are only able to exert one restraint-— 
‘Fetain cannot declare war without 
thelr consent — the paper proceeds: 
“it is a curious but Indiscrect specu- 
lation, what wild impulse of his own 
Morshal Petain thought !t necessary 
to guard ogatnst.” . . 

“The Times” states that however 
melancholy the circumstances of his 
dcparture, the people of this country 
will not wish to allow M. Lebrun to 
retire from the French Presidency 
without a gesture of farewell from 
this side of the Channel. Ho scem-< 
ed to express it, his bearing the very 
spirit of the Entente Cordlale. 

After reviewing M. Lebrun’a 
career and the confidence expressed 
in him as evidenced by his election 
as President for a second term, “Tho 
Times" snys he is probably tho last

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PROPAGANDA 


HE fear of propaganda in the United States has been 

stimulated by the isolationists to‘the point where it 

threatens to interfere with freedom of speech and to set a 
limit to public discussion. ; mh 

This is a remarkable war-time phenomenon, and one 
which deserves study. The main causes of it pare two: 
first, the belief, so assiduously spread from German 
sources and so widely accepted, that the American parti- 
cipation in the last war was a result of propaganda and 
second, the determination not to become involved in the 
war that is now in progress. - 

‘The belief referred to as the first cause is a false be- 
lief, That there was a great deal of propaganda in Ameri- 
ca during the last war is true, but there was prob- 
ably more German propaganda than Allied. If the Allied 
prepaganda proved more successful, it was not because 
the Allies were more energetic or more competent, but 
simply because they had the better case. Li: : 

The reason for America’s entry into the war was far 
Simpler than that.. The United States Government, 
from the first, firmly maintained the' view that the lives 
of American citizens crossing the seas in unarmed vessels 
should be immune from attack by belligerents, and that 
the sinking of unarmed neutral vessels by submarines 
without warning was a breach of international law, which 
the United: States would not permit. For some time, the 
German Government accepted the latter part of the 
American Government’s contention, and while sinking 
British ships, such as the “Lusitania” in which many 
Americans lost their lives without warning, nevertheless 
abstained from indiscriminate U-boat warfare against all 
neutrals, In 1917, however, in compliance with the de- 
mands of the General Staff, the German Government al- 
tered their policy and let it be known that in future they 
would sink at sight the ships of all-nations. 

Two courses were then open to America ... . she had 
either to accept the insult, to eat humble pie and to 
stand by in impotent protest while the wholesale massacre 
of her citizens continued, or else she had to declare war. 
She chose the latter alternative. It would have been dif- 
ficult for her to have done otherwise, : 

In the present war, the Neutrality Act has so far pre- 
vented a recurrence of the dilemma, These facts of com- 
paratively recent history ought to prevent the exist- 
ence of what for Americans must be the humiliating be- 
lief that twenty three years ago their President, their Sen- 
ate, their,Congress, their Press and ‘their .whole . people 
Were successfully swindled and bamboozled by a handful 
of glib propaganda mongers. : een , woes Si 

America is to-day one of the few countries where free- 
dom of the press and ‘freedom of speech is altogether 
realistic. There is a real danger that series of taboos, bas- 
ed upon the fear of propaganda, may limit that freedom. 
If editors of newspapers, publishers of books, producers of 
plays and films begin to be afraid of ‘provoking public 

Opinion, thefe is ‘a real danger that public opinion itself 
may become the tyrant, wielding a tyranny, removed only

from Denmark, wre adjusting them- 
selves to mutton, smoked and cured 
in the manner of ham and bacon.

Germany began to‘take'an ‘interest 


‘bin: dhe - cae of fcoland,- -and to 


send It professors jind lecturers, in- 
viting {t to send exchange professors 
to the Reich in return. Icelandic 
students were encouraged to study 
engineering and other special rub- 
Jects in German unlversltics; they 
were glycn large concessions that in- 
cluded such things ox free tuition and 
material -reductons In room and 
bonrd., Icelandle singing: societics, 
chess-teamy, debating sovictles, gym- 
nastle teams, were invited to tour 
Germany, with Hitler sending similar 
organisations to thelr country, 


With cultural relations came Ine 
creasing commercial relations. The 
Germans sent experts to study the 
northern: fisheries, ‘developed new 
fish products there, and began to buy 
enormous quantities of Icelandic fish 
and fish oils. The latter were used 
in part to bulld up o war reserve of 
fats, in part for the manufacture of 
munitions, and in part to make an 
ersatz milk—called Viking Mijk—to 
make of German children sturdy 
fighters. All that was, of, courss, 
welcome to the Icelanders, whose 
economy was threatened by the dis- 
integration of their one-time strong 
market in Spain. 


But while the commercial relation: 
were financially pleasant, there was 
no sign that the cultural Infiltration 
was having any effect In building up 
a fifth column In Iceland, where all 
German advances were viewed with 
ao deep suspicion that often verged 
on resentment, So, for-instance, the 
Teelanders complained bitterly that 
the Germans didn't: iknow how to be- 
have ‘themselves, and that they used 
tactics that were nothing but insults 
to a free and independent people. 
When o German steamer landed in 
Reykjavik its crew would march 
through the streets of that capital in 
formation, singing the Horst Wessel 
song with an errogante that no other 
nationality displayed, The Icelanders, 
famous for a thousand yeors for that 
great independence of thought that 
marked tho sagas os Jasting litera- 
ture, showed no sign of swallowing 
Germany's ideology. Polltically, thelr 
country has for decades been grow- 
ing more and more “socialistic” in 
the Scandinavian sense, which com- 
bines a co-operative economy with 
an almost complete democratic free- 
dom of thought and speech. At the 
last Icelandic elections, in 1036, the 
small fascist party was repudiated 
with an overwhelming defeat, 


Glider Teams 


The affair of the. gilder teams 
tended to increase Icelandic suspl- 
cions. Hitler told the Icclanders that 
they have the world’s finest gliding 
terrain, that they ought really to 
learn the grand sport of 
gliding, and that he was’ therefore 
sending them one or two teams to 
teach it to them. At the same time 
he sent experts to study wind condl- 
tlons and terruin, together with a 
pewer plane that made a complete 
survey of the island and scouted out 
every possible landing fleld, The 
Icelanders were fully aware of the 
possible military -value of that in- 
formation, though a nation of 130,000, 
with nothing closer to an armed force 
than a few peaceful polleamen, 
couldn't do much about the matter.

Then, iy March, 1999,.0 German 
commission appeared In Reykjavils 
to demand that Iecland give Ger- 
many.an air base in its ‘country, to- 
gether with exclusive oviation. faci- 
lities. Iccland met the orrogant ‘de- 
mand with a resounding No, but that 
didn't prevent a flurry of apprehen- 
sion in England, Canada, and ‘the 


United States, England realised that 


an alr base In Icelund would put the 
Germans within striking distance of 
the. British Isles; Canada and — the 
United States suddenly saw Iceland 
as immediately adjacent to Green- 
land, and so to the North American 
Continent. 


But while the: British occupation 
‘as undoubtedly caused In part by 
those prewar German activities, it 
seems to have run very much counter 
to the wishes of the Ivclanders them- 
selves, Ever since the outbreak of 
the present war, Iceland has been 
making sitong efforts to avold all 
entangling alliances by strengthening 
her thes with the United States, To- 
day, for the first time in history, 
there Js an Icelandic consul-general 
in New York, and an American con- 
sul in Reykjavik. Four Icelandic 
steamers have been’ toming to the 
United States regularly since the out- 
break of the war, bringing canncd 
goods, smoked mutton, quick-frozen 
cod, dricd fish, herring, and a varjcty 
of other: products; and taking” away 
a corresponding araount of American 
goods in return, The Teelandic  ex- 
hibits at last year’s and this year's 
New York World's Fatrs-are indica> 
tive of a strong'deaire to Improve 
relations with the United States, cul- 
tural, commercial, dnd’ perhaps 
political. 


Strategic Importance 


"Americans have become aware at 
least ‘of Iceland’s strategic impor- 
tance. ‘Immediately after Germany's

So geographical position 
with polltien! cxigency. In 1907, 
when the United States was not on 
friendly terms with England,. which 
had sided with the South in the Civil 
War, It was proposed to buy Green- 
land and Iceland as a diplomatic 
move against Britain. Af that time, 
uccording to a report’ published’ by 
the United States State Department, 
Iceland was definitely in the Western 
Hemisphere, and’ was indeed, by 
location, an insular dependency of 
the North American Continent. 


At present Iceland js anchored in 
the Eastern Hemisphere of interna- 
tionnl politics by the might of the 
Britlsh Navy, with a tendency to 
drift ncross the Ine into America's 
geographical fold. President Roose- 
velt's armament speech indicated his 
concern over Greenland ns a possi- 
ble springboard for the Amecricas-— 
Christlan Science Monitor.

These Group Wardens have highly 
responsible duties, for on them de- 
pends the smooth working of the 
whole scheme.

Finally comes the Division, con- 
sisting of a geographical grouping 
of an indefinite number of Districts 
within the boundaries of a Pollee 
Division; this {s commanded by a 
Divisional Warden.
